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headmaster’s  letter

It  has  been  a tough  year  for  tolerance.  In  Great  Brit- 
ain, the  United  States  and  elsewhere,  we  see  nations 
isolating  themselves  and  narrowing  the  idea  of  who  is 
acceptable  in  their  society.  As  an  independent  school  wel- 
coming students  from  literally  around  the  world,  it’s  tough 
to  know  what  to  do  in  the  face  of  these  drastic,  sometimes 
angry  shifts  in  society. 

I think  the  answer  is:  keep  doing  what  we’re  doing. 

We  have  often  said  that  Stanstead  College  is  a commu- 
nity, and  that  certainly  is  true.  Our  students  come  together 
every  year  and  create  a spirit  of  collegiality  that  permeates 
the  school.  They  live  together,  study  together,  play  togeth- 
er, they  are  Spartans  together.  Even  when  the  school  popu- 
lation is  as  big  as  it  is  this  year  - 238  students  on  opening 
day  - they  manage  to  create  that  sense  of  community,  a 
feeling  that  everyone  belongs  regardless  of  their  culture, 
ethnicity  or  class. 

This  community  continues  after  high  school.  Our  alum- 
ni stay  in  touch  and  maintain  the  strong  friendships  they 
formed  here.  In  fact,  with  social  media,  maintaining  those 
relationships  is  easier  than  ever.  The  College  fosters  those 
relationships  by  hosting  reunions  and  events  through- 
out the  year  and  by  distributing  publications  like  the  one 
you’re  reading. 

So  we  create  a community  here.  But  how  does  that  help 
in  the  bigger  picture?  How  does  our  small  community  help 
the  larger  community? 

It’s  a good  question,  especially  when  you  consider 
that  a large  portion  of  our  students  come  from  positions 
of  privilege,  whether  it’s  economic  or  geographic.  Most 
won’t  know  what  it  is  to  be  vulnerable  or  persecuted  or  re- 
viled because  of  their  beliefs.  Some  might  even  argue  that 
Stanstead  College  is  an  artificial  environment  that  does  not 
reflect  the  bitter  truths  of  the  real  world. 

That  may  be  so  to  a degree.  For  the  most  part,  those 
in  our  community  are  unlikely  to  ever  “need”  tolerance. 
But  by  acquiring  the  virtues  of  tolerance  here  at  Stanstead 
College,  by  exposing  them  to  and  encouraging  differences 
in  others,  they  are  less  likely  to  express  intolerance  them- 
selves. Even  if  they  continue  to  live  in  a position  of  priv- 


remedied,  the  McKelvys  and  their  organization  TRIP  Can- 
ada continue  to  develop  the  community  beyond  the  bricks 
and  mortar. 

We  also  talk  about  the  Wilder  Shield  in  this  issue  and  the 
impact  it  has  on  the  lives  of  its  young  recipients,  an  im- 
pact that  is  summed  up  by  2015  winner  Claudia  Romero 
Thompson:  keep  doing  good. 

And  then  there  is  Dugie  Ross,  Class  of  1970,  who  re- 
tires this  year  as  Director  of  Advancement  along  with  wife 
Joanne  from  our  Admissions  Department.  Whether  as  par- 
ents of  alumni  or  as  tireless  workers,  they  have  been  am- 
bassadors for  the  College  in  countless  ways,  representing 
the  spirit  of  inclusiveness  and  personal  development  that 
makes  our  school  so  amazing. 

So,  yes,  it’s  a big  world  with  a lot  of  problems,  and  we 
are  a decidedly  small  community.  But  no  matter  what 
their  background,  our  students  carry  the  spark  of  tolerance 
within  them  wherever  they  go.  And  it  only  takes  a spark 
to  ignite  a fire. 

I hope  you  enjoy  this  issue  of  the  Red  & White  wherever 
you  are. 


Baccalureate  2016:  ‘Prodigal  daughter’  wins  Pitcher  Prize 


Ginger  Jabbour  Abboud  was  the  recipient  of  this 
year’s  Pitcher  Prize,  Stanstead  College’s  top 
award,  presented  to  the  student  who  has  exerted 
the  greatest  influence  for  good.  From  Mexico  City,  Ginger 
was  active  in  athletics,  school  drama  and  fundraising  ef- 
forts for  local  causes.  The  prize  is  voted  on  by  all  students 
and  faculty. 

“Ginger  is  someone  with  a very  deep  commitment  to 
doing  good  and  not  just  in  her  studies,  athletics  and  clubs, 
although  she  shines  in  each  of  those  pursuits.  She  cares 
about  people  and  about  important  causes,”  said  Head- 
master Michael  Wolfe  in  presenting  the  award.  “She’s  our 
prodigal  daughter.  She  spent  her  Grade  10  year  with  us 
and  we  were  most  fortunate  to  have  her  return  for  Grade 
12.” 

Ginger  was  featured  in  the  last  Red  & White  as  some- 
one exemplifying  leadership  outside  the  prefect  program. 
Since  then,  she  organized  a fundraiser  at  the  school  to  help 
the  family  of  a local  boy  undergoing  treatment  for  leuke- 
mia. 

Ginger  also  won  the  Thespian  Shield  for  Acting  for  her 
lead  role  in  the  school  play  “Oscar”  and  the  Community 
Service  Award.

Ellen  An  of  Montreal  was  among  the  top  academic  prize 
winners.

Sciences  Award  and  numerous  top  individual  course  priz- 
es.

Medal  for  having  the  top  average  in  Grade  10.  Alex  also 
won  the  Grade  10  prizes  for  Chemistry,  Physics,  Drama 
and  the  highest  third-term  average.  He  was  also  presented 
with  the  Banting  Award  for  a returning  local  student  in 
recognition  of  academic  achievement. 


Senior  male  athlete  of  the  year  and  winner  of  the  Thom- 
as Johnson  Memorial  Trophy  was  Grenville  Lines  of  Pem- 
broke, Bermuda,  while  Michaela  Pejzlova  of  Pardubice, 
Czech  Republic  was  senior  female  athlete  of  the  year, 
winning  the  Shirley  Wolter  Trophy.  Junior 
athletes  of  the  year  were  Emily  Willis  of 
Newport,  Vt.  (Sheila  Ferguson  Shield)  and 
Hidenobu  Kaga  of  Fukui,  Japan  (S.F.  Abbott 
Memorial  Shield).

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  the  Baccalaureate  address  given  by  Helen  White , Class  of 2009.  From  Derby ; VT, 
Helen  was  a Stanstead  <(  lifer  ” and  has  since  gone  on  to  study  physics  at  Bowdoin  College  and  is  now  in  her  second  year 
at  Yale  Law  School.  This  past  summer,  she  worked  in  a federal  prosecutor  s office  in  the  DC-area,  where  she  assisted 
with  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of federal  crimes,  including  terrorism,  financial  fraud  and  public  corruption. 


I left  Stanstead  and  sought  out  small  close-knit  com- 
munities, but  nothing  compares  to  what  I experienced 
here.  At  Bowdoin  and  Yale,  everyone  knows  everyone. 
At  Stanstead,  everyone  knows  where  everyone  else  is  at 
a given  moment.  While  I was  living  in  Boston,  I didn’t 
know  anything  about  my  neighbors.  We  would  ride  to- 
gether in  the  elevator  in  silence  and  go  to  our  respective 
doors,  sometimes  across  the  hall  from  each  other,  and  not 
know  each  other’s  names.  I’d  see  the  same  people  every 
day  at  the  coffee  shop  in  my  office  building,  but  never  say 
hi  or  introduce  myself.  These  people  were  my  “communi- 
ty” but  I hardly  knew  them. 


Having  a community  matters  because  they  help  you 
reach  your  highest  hopes  and  help  you  through  your 
toughest  times.  At  Stanstead,  I loved  to  debate.  My  friends 
liked  the  Debate  Club,  but  many  feared  public  speaking 
and  hated  tournaments.  That  said,  I always  had  a partner. 
No  matter  what,  someone  went  with  me  so  that  I could  do 
the  thing  I loved  to  do  and  accomplish  my  goals. 

Loving  debate  tournaments  in  high  school  can  some- 
times lead  to  getting  picked  on.  Admittedly,  it  happened 
very  rarely,  but  on  the  few  occasions  it  did,  someone  - 
sometimes  someone  I barely  knew  - would  always  stand 
up  for  me.  Whether  it  was  an  eighth  grade  girl  defiantly 
telling  her  friends  she  was  going  keep  talking  to  me,  even 
if  I did  use  big  words,  or  a boy  on  the  hockey  team  who 
I barely  knew  telling  his  roommate  he  didn’t  think  it  was 
cool  to  make  fun  of  me,  someone  always  had  my  back.  In 
a far  better  written  commencement  speech,  writer  George 
Saunders  urged  graduates  to  “err  on  the  side  of  kindness.” 
There  is  no  better  way  to  describe  what  Stanstead  teaches 
the  members  of  its  community. 

Stanstead  forces  you  into  community,  but  when  you 
leave,  it  will  be  easy  to  stand  silent  in  the  elevator,  rath- 
er than  awkwardly  extending  your  hand  and  introducing 
yourself.  But  I urge  you  to  put  in  the  effort,  because  you 
know,  from  being  here,  that  having  a community  where 
you  have  each  other’s  backs  makes  all  the  difference.

his  year’s  Trustees  Award  of  Merit  went  to  trustee 
and  parent  John  Laroche. 

Mr.  Laroche  has  been  involved  with  the  school  for 
three  years,  ever  since  his  son  Jordan  enrolled  in  Grade  10. 

“When  Headmaster  Wolfe  and  I first  met  John,  we  were 
immediately  impressed  by  his  energy  and  enthusiasm,” 
said  Director  of  Advancement  Dugie  Ross  in  presenting 
the  award.  “We  soon  found  out  that  John  is  not  the  type 
of  person  who  does  things  in  half  measures.  He  always 
travels  at  Mach  speed.” 

Over  the  last  few  years,  Mr.  Laroche  has  been  the  driv- 
ing force  behind  initiatives  such  as  the  school’s  partnership 
with  Hong  Kong  Typhoons  hockey  club  and  its  Stanstead 
Scholar  program.  He  has  been  a wonderful  ambassador  at 
school  fairs  in  Asia  and  has  spoken  to  a number  of  parents 
about  the  College.

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Girls  hockey  players  going  places 

tanstead  College’s  Girls  Hockey  Spartans  are  seeing 
a surge  in  NCAA  placements. 

Last  year’s  team,  which  won  the  regular  season 
and  playoffs  in  the  North  American  Prep  Hockey  Asso- 
ciation, included  eight  commitments  to  U.S.  colleges  and 
universities,  including  Colgate  University,  University  of 
Maine,  Clarkson  University,  University  of  Vermont,  Syr- 
acuse University  and  Lindenwood  University.  Three  of 
those  players  were  in  Grade  10  last  year  and  are  still  with 
the  team. 

This  year,  Grade  10  student  Alexie  Guay  of  Magog, 
Que.  was  the  first  member  of  the  team  to  commit  to  an 
NCAA  DI  school,  Boston  College  for  2019-20.  Other 
commitments  are  expected  later  this  year. 

This  year’s  squad  includes  members  of  the  U18  Finnish 
National  Team,  the  U18  French  National  Team  and  Team 
Quebec  U16.  Five  members  of  the  team  were  invited  to 
try  out  for  Team  Quebec  U1 8 in  late  September,  and  all 
five  made  the  team:  Ariane  Julien,  Rosalie  Demers,  Ta- 
mara Thierus,  Alexis  Guay  and  Audrey-Anne  Veillette. 
In  addition,  Grade  12  veteran  Stephanie  Desjardins  is  on 
Team  New  Brunswick,  while  Alexandrea  Gray  is  on  Team 
Saskatchewan. 

The  surge  in  commitments  can  be  attributed  in  part  to 
the  addition  of  two-time  Canadian  gold  medalist  Sarah 
Vaillancourt  to  Stanstead  College’s  already  elite  boys  and 
girls  programs.  With  Vaillancourt  as  head  coach  the  past 


two  seasons,  the  school  has  been  able  not  only  to  recruit 
higher-calibre  players  but  to  provide  those  players  with 
greater  visibility  among  universities  and  scouts. 

“There’s  a direct  correlation  between  having  Sarah  as 
head  coach  and  the  visibility  and  volume  of  elite  players 
want  to  come  to  the  school,”  says  James  Rioux,  Direc- 
tor of  Hockey  Operations.  “The  team  also  has  more  depth 
than  in  recent  years  and  a more  complete  schedule.” 

Stanstead  College  also  began  offering  hockey  over  two 
terms  last  season,  making  the  school  a greater  draw  for 
serious  student-athletes. 


Tracking  post-secondary  success 


Stanstead  College  graduate  Alex  Clermont  (2014)  last  year  compiled  data  on  the  university  experiences  of  five  years 
of  graduating  classes  from  2005  to  2009.  In  his  survey,  he  looked  at  how  many  graduates  attended  university  and  how 
many  completed  their  degrees,  among  other  information. 

In  those  five  years,  a total  of  185  SC  graduates  went  to  university.  Alex  was  able  to  obtain  information  from  169. 

Of  those  169  students,  136  or  80.47%  completed  their  bachelor  degree.  Add  those  who  received  another  sort  of  di- 
ploma, and  the  total  increases  to  153  or  90.53%.  Factor  in  those  who  are  still  working  on  their  degrees  or  diplomas,  the 
number  adds  up  to  162  or  95.86%. 
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First  E4E  Scholarship  recipient  named 


Brianna  Grapes  of  Waterville,  Que.  is  the  recipient  of  the 
first-ever  E4E  Scholarship,  the  product  of  fundraising  efforts 
to  support  deserving  Quebec  students  through  the  Entrepre- 
neur for  Education  galas. 

Brianna  is  enrolled  in  Grade  12  after  five  years  at  nearby  Alexan- 
der Galt  Regional  High  School.  She  applied  to  Stanstead  last  spring 
because  she  wanted  to  open  herself  up  to  new  ideas  and  new  op- 
portunities. An  avid  athlete,  Brianna  also  wanted  one  more  year  of 
high  school  sports,  knowing  that  at  the  Cegep  level  there  was  no 
guarantee  that  she  would  continue  to  play.  It  paid  off:  at  the  fall  ath- 
letic assembly  Brianna  won  a Major  S as  the  the  senior  girls’  soccer 
team’s  top  scorer. 

The  school’s  Grade  12  program,  focused  on  university  prep,  has 
also  allowed  Brianna  to  narrow  down  her  post-secondary  plans, 
namely  to  study  kinesiology. 

“I  figured  out  a lot  about  what  I want  to  do  in  the  future,  plus 
my  short-term  goals  while  I’m  here,”  she  says.  “I  want  to  get  as 
involved  as  possible.” 

In  the  few  short  months  that  she  has  been  at  Stanstead,  Brianna  is 
reveling  in  the  experience  and  appreciative  of  the  scholarship  that 
made  it  possible. 

“I’m  extremely  grateful  to  have  this  amazing  opportunity  to  be 
a part  of  the  Stanstead  College.  I owe  my  gratitude  to  those  who 
graciously  donated  to  the  E4E  Academic  Scholarship.  I’m  confident 
that  this  experience  will  prepare  me  for  my  future.” 

Last  spring’s  E4E  gala  took  place  at  Alt  Hotel  Griffintown  and 
featured  presentations  by  Rebecca  Nienkamper  (1983)  and  student 
Kayla  Ouellet. 


Multiple  ETIAC  spring  sports  banner 


Stanstead  College  Spartans  ended  the  short  spring  ath- 
letic season  with  some  big  wins. 

The  Senior  Boys  Rugby  Spartans  defeated  Semi- 
naire  de  Sherbrooke  in  a one-game  playoff  final  to  win  the 
ETIAC  championship,  cap- 
ping a season  that  also  saw 
the  Spartans  win  the  regular 
season  banner. 

The  senior  girls,  mean- 
while, defeated  Massey- Vani- 
er  in  a semi-final  to  advance 
to  an  ETIAC  final  against 
rugby  powerhouse  BCS,  who 
had  defeated  the  Spartans 
earlier  in  the  season  and  had 
claimed  the  regular  season 
banner.  In  the  final,  Stanstead 
was  behind  7-21  early  in  the 
second  half  but  clawed  back 
to  win  26-21  for  the  playoff 
trophy. 

The  Stanstead  College  ten- 
nis team  also  won  the  ETI- 
AC league  banner  at  BU  and 
BCS. 


And  finally,  the  Stanstead  golf  team  went  four-for-four 
in  tournament  play  this  season  to  capture  the  ETIAC  ban- 
ner.

This  past  fall,  we  said  a sad  goodbye  to  the  footbaf 
program  at  Stanstead  College,  caused  by  a declin- 
ing number  of  players  and  the  advent  of  two-term 
hockey  at  the  school.  It  is  also  part  of  a trend  across  North 
America  that  is  seeing  many  schools  drop  their  football 
programs  for  various  reasons,  including  concerns  about 
concussions  and  other  injuries. 

We  didn’t  want  football  to  fade  away  without  noting 
some  of  the  highlights  of  the  program  over  the  last  120 
years.

The  first  record  of  football  being  played  at  the  College  (of- 
ten referred  to  interchangeably  as  “rugby”)  appears  in  The 
Stanstead  Journal  of  1896: 

“Football  is  on  at  the  college  in  dead  earnest  and  the  cam- 
pus is  the  scene  of  daily  conflicts,  which  though  not  sangui- 
nary are  marked  with  a truly  heroic  spirit.  The  playground, 
which  certain  young  gentlemen  of  the  community  recent- 
ly put  in  such  good  shape  is  proving  a constant  source  of 
pleasure,  while  at  the  same  time  furnishing  an  opportunity 
for  the  exercise  students  need.  One  of  the  impressive  fea- 
tures of  the  sport  is  the  absence  of  anything  approaching 
rowdyism.  In  the  hottest  contest  the  spirit  displayed  and 
the  language  is  ever  that  of  young  gentlemen.”

The  earliest  team  photo  dates  back  to  1898. 


The 

Quarterly  of 
1902  featured  an  article 

on  the  virtues  of  football  entitled  “Outlines  of  An  Address 
on  Some  Moral  Aspects  of  Foot-Ball.” 

“Another  benefit  to  be  derived  from  foot-ball  to  the  in- 
dividual is  the  lesson  that  he  must  learn  in  connection  with 
the  subordination  of  his  will  to  the  controlling  will  of  the 
team.  However  brilliant  a man  may  be  as  an  individual 
player,  the  opportunities  for  individual  play  are  as  nothing 
when  compared  with  the  demands  for  a solid  team  play. 
Where  this  is  lacking  defeat  is  almost  inevitable.” 

By  the  1920s  and  30s,  the  College  was  playing  regular- 
ly against  BCS,  Sherbrooke  High  School  and  Lennoxville 
High,  with  an  Eastern  Townships  Interscholastic  League 
being  formed. 

“The  1935  edition  has  stamped  itself  as  one  of  the  great- 
est squads  - possibly  the  greatest  - ever  to  represent  the 
local  institution,  and  indeed,  as  one  of  the  greatest  school 
teams  in  the  Province  during  the  past  season,”  crowed  the 
1936  SWC  Annual.  “The  team  ran  berserk  through  the 
Eastern  Townships  Interscholastic  schedule,  crushing  their 
opponents  more  convincingly  with  every  game.  From  the 
start  they  were  obviously  far  superior  to  the  other  three 
Iteams  in  the  circuit,  and  their  winning  of  the  Biron  Cup, 
emblematic  of  Eastern  Townships  Interscholastic  suprem- 
acy, for  the  second  consecutive  season,  more  or  less  inci- 
dental.” 

The  1935  squad  finished  the  regular  season  with  169 
points  for,  6 against.  _ 


Not  to  be  outdone,  the  1939  College  Annual  wrote  this 
about  the  1938  team: 

“This  year,  the  College  produced  one  of  the  greatest,  if 
not  the  greatest,  football  squads  in  its  history.  Besides  win- 
ning the  Eastern  Townships  interscholastic  football  cham- 
pionship, which,  incidentally  makes  it  the  fifth  time  in  a 
row,  the  Red  & White  piled  up  an  overwhelming  total  of 
283  points  as  against  a very  unimpressive  26  scored  by  her 
opponents,  and  came  through  the  season  undefeated.  Five 
shutouts  were  meted  out  in  the  course  of  football  events.” 
In  the  fall  of  1939,  Canada  entered  the  war  against  Ger- 
many. By  the  end  of  the  war  in  1945,  22  of  the  23  boys  on 
that  1938  football  team  would  serve  in  the  military.  The 
23rd,  incidentally,  was  refused  for  medical  reasons.

During  the  war,  there  was  no  ET  Interscholastic  League, 
but  in  1946,  “old  boy”  Sam  Abbott  (1940)  returned  to  the 
College  as  a physical  instructor  and  football  coach,  reviv- 
ing the  league,  with  BCS  and  Sherbrooke  High  participat- 
ing. 

The  SC  boys  also  played  against  Ashbury  College,  teams 
in  Montreal  and  Verdun.  Stanstead  and  Quebec  High  also 
met  twice  per  season  to  vie  for  the  Dunn  Trophy  based  on 
total  points. 

In  1962,  the  fall  season  consisted  of  games  against  BCS, 
Ashbury  and  LCC,  with  SC  finishing  undefeated.  This 
was  the  first  season  that  Stanstead  and  BCS  played  for  the 
Senator  C.B.  Howard  Cup,  awarded  based  on  total-points 
in  their  two  regular  season  match-ups.  Stanstead  claimed 
the  cup  for  eight  straight  seasons  between  1966  and  1973. 
In  2011,  after  four  straight  trophy  wins,  the  Spartans  lost 
the  cup  to  BCS  in  what  would  turn  out  to  be  a single-game 
contest,  a 7-6  loss  and  SC’s  only  loss  of  that  season.  BCS 
did  not  field  a team  in  2012  or  2013,  but  Stanstead  was 
able  to  reclaim  the  trophy  for  one  last  time  in  2014. 

The  Coach  Philip  era  began  in  1964.  Joined  by  the  likes 
of  Brian  Denney,  Andy  Elliot,  Andre  Simard  and  others, 
Alex  Philip  (1957)  was  head  coach  through  what  was  the 
golden  age  of  football  at  Stanstead.  Between  1967  and 
1979  alone,  Coach  Philip  had  a record  of  71  wins,  17  loss- 
es and  1 tie,  with  5 undefeated  seasons;  points  for  2390, 
points  against  936.  With  the  new  regional  high  schools 
now  opened,  ETIAC  saw  the  light  of  day  in  1972,  with  the 
Spartans  winning  four  championships  in  the  1970s.

Andy  Elliot  served  as  head  coach 
through  the  1991  to  2010  seasons,  continuing  a string  of 
successes,  including  an  8-0  record  in  2004,  winning  the 
ETIAC  championship  that  year.  Total  points  for  that  sea- 
son were  215;  points  against:  3. 

This  would  be  the  last  season  for  ETIAC. 

Alumnus  Kevin  Philip  (1980),  son  of  Alex  Philip,  served 
as  head  coach  from  2011  to  2015,  during  which  the  team 
found  games  to  play  mostly  in  New  England,  including 
briefly  as  members  of  the  Independent  Football  League  of 
New  England. 

Stanstead  College  football  legacy  lives  on  at  the  mo- 
ment in  Charles  Vaillancourt  (2009),  a two-time  winner  of 
the  Vanier  Cup  with  the  Universite  de  Laval  Rouge  et  Or 
as  an  offensive  lineman.  He  is  currently  signed  with  the 
BC  Lions  in  the  CFL.

This  fall,  Director  of  Advancement  Dugie  Ross  (1970) 
retired.  Wife  Joanne  will  retire  from  the  Admissions  De- 
partment at  the  end  of  2016.  The  following  is  a transcript 
of  a speech  Headmaster  Michael  Wolfe  gave  at  Bacca- 
laureate this  past  June  in  recognition  of  their  contribu- 
tions. 


Today’s  baccalaureate  is  the  last  one  that  Dugie  and 
Joanne  Ross  will  participate  in  as  Stanstead  College 
staff  members.  After  10  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
our  school  they  will  be  retiring  this  fall  - Dugie  at  the  end 
of  October  and  Joanne  at  the  end  of  December. 

And  while  both  of  them  have  had  a long  connection  to 
Stanstead  - Dugie  as  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1970  and  an 
active  alumnus  and  board  member;  Joanne  as  the  mother 
of  two  boys  who  graduated  from  Stanstead  - their  rela- 
tionship with  the  College  reached  new  heights  when  Du- 
gie became  our  Director  of  Advancement  and  Joanne  be- 
came our  Admissions  Associate  in  2006. 

For  the  past  decade  they  have  given  much  of  themselves 
to  make  our  school  a better  place. 

Joanne  has  graced  us  with  her  amazing  energy  and  work 
ethic.  On  any  given  night  you  can  walk  by  her  office  and 
the  door  will  be  open,  her  light  will  be  on  and  she  will  be 
at  her  desk  working  to  keep  our  school  full.  Easy  to  under- 
stand why  we  say  that  Jo  Jo  gives  you  at  least  100  cents  on 
the  dollar! 

In  addition,  she  has  that  million-watt  smile  and  exudes 
warmth  and  positivity.  That’s  why  I always  insist  that  she 
sit  at  the  front  at  morning  assembly.  It’s  incredibly  reas- 
suring to  look  over  and  see  her  there.  Plus  she’s  the  only 
person  who  laughs  at  my  jokes. 

Joanne  embodies  and  teaches  the  values  that  make  not 
only  good  students  but  good  people.  She  loves  her  school, 
her  job  and  the  students  in  her  care.  I can’t  thank  her 
enough. 


And  then  there’s  Dugie. . . 

There’s  a reason  we  call  Joanne  “Saint  Joanne.”  Who 
else  could  spend  that  much  time  with  Dugie  and  put  up 
with  all  of  his  behavioral  quirks?  Wait  a minute,  there  is 
one  other  person:  me. 

I learned  the  hard  way  - by  travelling  and  sharing  hotels 
rooms  with  Dugie  all  around  the  world.  For  example,  his 
obsession  with  sleep;  Dugie ’s  main  goal  from  the  time  he 
wakes  up  every  morning  is  to  get  back  to  bed.  His  fasci- 
nation with  TV  remotes;  he  holds  the  world  record  for  the 
fastest  time  between  entering  a hotel  room  and  turning  the 
TV  on.  His  well-entrenched  habit  of  forgetting  the  name 
of  anyone  he  has  met  and  mispronouncing  anyone’s  name 
he  has  to  read.  And  most  famously,  even  though  he  was  a 
banker  for  29  years,  his  surreal  ability  to  be  late  for  every 
meeting. 

But,  that  said,  in  the  course  of  a lifetime,  almost  every- 
one is  positively  affected  by  someone  in  a life-changing 
way.  Such  a person  and  I first  crossed  paths  25  years  ago 
when  I came  to  Stanstead. 

He  is  indeed  the  same  Dugie  Ross  and,  despite  what  I 
just  joked  about,  the  truth  is  that  his  simple  wisdom  - Du- 
gie’s  phrase  of  encouragement  “Keep  Falling  Forward”  - 
rings  so  true.  His  caring  friendship  and  his  commitment  to 
living  life  to  its  fullest  have  walked  with  me  since  then  and 
continue  to  change  the  course  of  my  life  each  and  every 
day. 

Spend  time  with  Dugie  and  you  soon  learn  that  there  is 
a fire  burning  deep  within  that  pushes  him  to  succeed  in 
everything  that  he  takes  on.  Along  with  Joanne  and  his 
sons  JD  and  Pete,  that  fire  bums  brightest  for  Stanstead 
College.  He  is  absolutely  relentless  in  his  drive  to  make 
our  school  the  best  it  can  be.  There  is  nothing  that  he  won’t 
do  for  Stanstead  and  its  students. 

A few  examples: 

- the  dramatic  growth  of  our  Annual  and  Endowment 
Funds; 

- the  building  of  our  new  arena  and  gym; 

- the  acquisition  of  Butters  House  and  Centenary 
church; 

- the  expansion  of  our  international  recmitment  and 
fundraising  efforts. 

Dugie  was  a driving  force  in  all  of  these  initiatives  - 
often  the  driving  force  - and  all  have  strengthened  our 
school. 

And  that’s  why  I’ve  talked  to,  enjoyed  being  with,  and 
depended  on  him  so  much  over  the  past  10  years.  And  it’s 
why  I don’t  know  what  I will  do  without  him.  He  has  been 
the  best  friend,  supporter,  sounding  board,  punching  bag, 
mentor  and  confidante  I could  ever  have. 
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Thank  you  to  our  alumni,  parents,  teachers,  staff,  friends  and  organiza- 
tions who  support  Stanstead  College.  We  raised  over  $1,000,000  last  year 
and  we  thank  you  for  your  generous  support  of  the  school.  This  report 
recognizes  donations  received  between  July  1,  2015  and  June  30,  2016.

Red  & White  Fall  2016 
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Bruce  McKelvey,  Class  of  1967 

Few  people  work  to  restore  a village  after  a disaster. 
Still  fewer  people  build  an  entirely  new  village.  And 
then  there  are  those  who  do  so  in  their  retirement. 
Bruce  McKelvey  (1967)  and  his  wife  Janet  are  two 
such  people.  Having  retired  from  very  successful  corpo- 
rate lives  in  Toronto,  the  two  have  spent  more  than  a de- 
cade working  in  the  village  of  Tangalle,  Sri  Lanka  helping 
the  locals  recover  from  the  Boxing  Day  tsunami  of  2004. 
Through  their  organization,  TRIP  Canada,  the  McKelveys 
and  many  other  volunteer  Canadians  have  not  only  rebuilt 
the  village  but  have  created  infrastructure  and  education 
opportunities  for  young  people. 

“This  experience  can  really  be  a life-changing  one,” 
says  Bruce  of  the  annual  trips  to  Sri  Lanka.  “You’re  seeing 
a country  in  a whole  different  way.  You  get  a sense  of  what 
the  people  are  like,  you  work  shoulder  to  shoulder  with 
them  and  you  really  accomplish  something.” 

Sri  Lanka  is  a long  way  from  Stanstead,  where  Bruce 
attended  Grades  10  to  12  and  was  head  prefect  in  his  final 
year.  After  graduating  with  a degree  in  Psychology  from 
Queen’s,  he  began  working  in  personnel  at  Sperry  Univac 
until  he  realized  that  he  was  hiring  people  making  more 
money  than  him.  That’s  when  he  moved  into  sales  and 
marketing  for  Control  Data.  It  was  the  dawn  of  the  com- 
puter age  and  it  was  an  incredible  time,  Bruce  recalls. 

Eventually,  Bruce  was  running  Control  Data’s  education 
division  and  its  Plato  software  operation  a division  that  the 
company  eventually  divested.  Bruce  led  a buyout  in  1990, 
which  created  CDI  Education  Corporation,  the  country’s 
largest,  post-secondary  training  and  corporate  education 
company.  After  taking  the  company  public  in  1999,  Bruce 
retired  a few  years  later  at  age  55. 

Wife  Janet  retired  around  the  same  time  from  a career 
that  included  serving  as  VP  marketing  for  Xerox  and  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  Canadian  Tire  Foundation  for  Fam- 
ilies. 

“We  were  enjoying  a very  nice  life,”  Bruce  recalls. 
“Then  in  2004,  we  were  up  skiing  after  having  a wonder- 
ful Christmas,  when  this  terrible  catastrophe  occurred  in 
Sri  Lanka  and  Thailand  and  Indonesia.  Our  first  reaction 
was  to  donate  money  to  the  Red  Cross.  But  it  felt  funny  to 
have  it  occur  at  Christmas,  all  those  people  being  at  wrong 
place  at  wrong  time.  It  really  stayed  with  us.” 

Bruce  still  had  business  commitments,  but  in  April  2005, 
Janet  volunteered  for  two  weeks  in  Sri  Lanka.  Seeing  the 

devastation 
firsthand,  she 
came  home 
determined 
to  contin- 
ue the  work 
through  a Ca- 
nadian orga- 
nization. 


“But  there  was  none,  so  we  decided  to  be  it,”  Bruce  says. 
Thus  TRIP  Canada  was  born. 

Rather  than  simply  repairing  the  homes  located  in  the 
village  of  Tangalle,  TRIP  Canada  was  able  to  purchase 
land  to  relocate  the  families  affected  entirely.  In  December 
2005,  a small  group  of  Canadians  travelled  to  begin  the 
foundations  of  a new  village,  far  enough  from  the  ocean 
that  it  wouldn’t  be  compromised  by  future  tsunamis  but 
close  enough  that  it  wouldn’t  affect  the  fishing  economy. 

TRIP  Canada  has  returned  every  year  since.  There  are 
now  homes,  infrastructure,  a playground,  religious  centres 
and,  most  important,  schools. 

What  now? 

“After  we  built  the  village,  we  thought,  what  are  we  go- 
ing to  do  next?  Look  for  the  next  disaster?  Respond  to 
that?  Or  is  there  an  opportunity  to  continue  get  to  know 
this  country  and  people  better?”  says  Bruce.  “We  decid- 
ed to  stay  there  and  try  to  evolve  TRIP  Canada  beyond 
disaster  relief.”  This  has  included  helping  to  raise  living 
standards  and  supporting  education. 

This  year,  the  organization  has  been  working  on  expand- 
ing a nearby  orphanage.  Last  April,  volunteers  completed 
the  first  floor  with  a library,  matron’s  quarters,  sick  room 
and  dormitories  for  12  students.  They  are  now  raising 
funds  and  volunteers  for  2017  to  complete  the  second  floor 
and  room  for  24  more  needy  children. 

“Given  my  involvement  in  education  and  training,  I’ve 
seen  firsthand  the  benefits  of  educational  opportunities,” 
says  Bruce.  “They  can  do  amazing  things  with  your  life. 
From  a human  point  of  view,  a house  is  just  positioning  a 
family  for  opportunity.  If  they  have  that  opportunity,  they 
can  strive  to  do  more  things.  Families  we’ve  been  able  to 
give  a bit  of  a lift  then  carry  that  forward.” 

Some  of  the  young  people  the  McKelveys  and  others 
have  helped  are  now  graduating  and  working  in  good  pro- 
fessions. “In  many  cases  you  just  know  they  are  going  to 
sustain  that  community  by  giving  back,  thanks  to  the  op- 
portunities they  had.” 

The  experience  in  helping  this  one  village  has  proven  to 
be  very  satisfying  for  the  McKelveys  in  their  retirement, 
and  an  example  of  how  you  can  change  the  world  one 
small  village  at  a time.

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Red  & White , we  heard  from  a 
number  of  head  prefects  about  leadership.  Many  of 
these  head  prefects  were  also  recipients  of  the  Pitcher 
Prize,  the  school’s  highest  honour. 

But  there  is  also  the  Wilder  Shield,  recognizing  the  ju- 
nior student  with  the  greatest  influence  for  good  in  the 
school.  Like  the  Pitcher  Prize,  the  Wilder  Shield  is  decid- 
ed on  a vote  from  faculty  and  peers  and  has  a long  history. 

The  award  was  given  by  the  family  of  David  Wilder, 
who  was  a student  at  Stanstead  when  it  was  first  awarded 
in  1950.  The  first  name  on  the  plaque  is  Keith  Thompson, 
although  every  official  document  and  even  newspaper  ar- 
ticles mention  Robert  Pugh  as  its  first  winner. 

The  shield  itself  appears  to  have  been  recycled,  possibly 
the  Canadian  Legion  Shield.  Initially  awarded  to  a junior 
boy,  it  has  long  been  given  to  the  top  junior  student,  al- 
though the  inscription  itself  was  changed  only  when  the 
plaque  was  modernized  earlier  this  year. 

The  first  girl  to  receive  the  prize  was  Kristen  Denney  in 
1990. 

Two  students  have  won  the  award  twice:  Ian  Whittaker 

in  1961  and  1963  and  Kim  McNamara  in  2001  and  2002.

Claudia  Romero  Thompson  from  Mexico  won  the  Wild- 
er Shield  in  2015.  She  remembers  the  Baccalaureate  Ser- 
vice nearing  its  end  and  feeling  relieved  that  it  was  time 
to  go.  Then  Headmaster  Wolfe  called  her  name.  She  was 
immediately  filled  with  a feeling  of  happiness  “from  head 
to  toe.” 

“The  thing  with  the  Wilder  Shield  is  that  you  do  not 
make  an  effort,  you  just  are  who  you  are,”  she  wrote  to 
us.  “You  are  being  recognized  for  the  way  you  are  with 
other  people  and  the  way  you  interact  with  them.  This  is 
an  award  that,  if  you  fight  for  it,  you  probably  won’t  win 
it,  because  you  need  to  do  it  with  the  heart  and  not  with 
the  brain.  You  just  need  to  be  yourself  and  wish  the  best 
for  others.” 

Winning  the  Wilder  Shield,  Claudia  says,  motivated  her 
to  continue  giving  to  others.  It  made  her  proud  of  herself 
and  confident  to  continue  doing  the  work.  It  also  made  her 
father  proud. 

“He  was  with  me  the  day  that  I won  it,  and  he  fully  un- 
derstood the  meaning  of  the  Wilder  Shield,”  she  wrote.  “I 
can  tell  how  happy  he  is  with  that  because  every  time  he 
has  the  opportunity  to  talk  about  it,  he  talks  with  such  a 

happiness  that  revives  the  moment  and  feeling  for  me.”

For  John  Nadeau  (1977),  receiving  the  Wilder  Shield  in 
1973  was  a happy  ending  to  a sad  story.  The  previous  fall, 
his  mother  had  passed  away  suddenly  and  his  father  made 
the  difficult  decision  to  enrol  John  at  Stanstead  College,  at 
the  suggestion  of  family  friend  Donald  Ross. 

“I  was  still  grieving  the  loss  of  my  mother  and  was  in- 


credibly homesick,”  John  recalls.  But  the  support  of  the 
other  boys  and  his  advisor,  Captain  Peter  Howard,  helped 
guide  him  through  that  difficult  period. 

“While  I was  the 
recipient  of  the  Wild- 
er Shield  in  1973, 
it  was  thanks  to  the 
collective  actions 
of  many  people,” 
says  John,  who  has 
served  as  a school 
trustee  for  many 
years.  “I  only  hope 
that  I was  able  to  pay 
it  back  to  others  over 
my  next  four  years  at 
Stanstead.”
